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On March 25, the Terre Haute 
Exchange Club celebrated its 
49th birthday in conjunction with 
the 58th birthday of the national 
club. The national club was or- 
ganized in March of 1911 in De- 
troit, Mich., with 20 members 
and the local club was started 
in October of 1920, with 10 mem- 
bers. 

Over the years, the national 
club has grown to over 44,826 
members while the local club 
now has over 100 members. 

The word “exchange” means 
to trade or barter, to give some- | 
thing and get something in re- 
turn. To members of the Ex- 
change Club, the word means 
the giving of time and talents to 
receive the privileges of Ameri- 
can citizenship and the satisfac- 
tion of serving the nation. 

“Unity for Service" is the 
motto of the Exchange club and 
is observed by 1,109 clubs all 
over the United States, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. No 
foreign chapters are allowed as 
Exchange is a strictly American 
club in principle and in prov- 
ince. Its purpose is to educate 
Americans in the American way 
of life and to teach and prac- 
tice patriotism. Members are 
drawn from every field of pro- 
fessional and business life that 
represents America. 

Two Founders Living 

Of the 10 founders of the Terre 
Haute club, two are known to be 
living, one of them, Carl N. 
Miller Sr., is still an active 
member. 

Another charter member 
known to be living is Birch E. 
Bayh Sr, father of Senato 
Birch E. Bayh Jr. of Indiana. 
The elder Bayh, a president of 
the local club in 1922, now lives| 
in Washington, D. C., but main- 
tains contact with several mem- 
bers of the group. 

The local club meets each 
Tuesday at noon for lunch in the 
Pine Room of Hulman Center.

The* documents 
are arranged in chronological 
order starting with the May- 
flower Compact of 1620 and go- 
ing through The World War II 
Instrument of Surrender in the 
Pacific of 1945. 


The Freedom Shrine collection 
has been donated by the local 
club in Lost Creek, McLean. Ot- 
ter Creek, Sarah Scott, West 
Vigo and Woodrow Wilson Junior 
High Schools.

During the past year the 
Indiana-Kentucky district dedi- 
cated 23 Freedom Shrines.

Annual contributions of the 
elub to local charities and proj- 
ects has averaged $2,000 per 
year for the past several years.

In January 1920 members of the Indianapolis Exchange Club came to 
Terre Haute to accomplish the first Exchange missionary work in this city. 

Bert Beasley, of the firm of Beasley, Doughitt, Crawford and Beasley, 
local attorneys, and Robert F. Nitsche, cashier of the First National Bank, 
were the two individuals to whom the idea of an Exchange Club here was 


broached. 


A Bi rthday Party 


After the details of such an organization were gone into, both finally 
agreed to assist in the organization of the club here. At this time it was 
remembered that Bert Beasley had a birthday on January 22, which was 
then but a few days away, and it was agreed to use this birthday as the 
cause for the throwing of a party at which selected individuals, who, it 
was thought, would be interested in the forming of such a club, would be 
invited. Be it here related that one detail is lacking, and that is as to 
the age of Mr. Beasley on that date as he has steadfastly refused to divulge 
this information. 

However, the "birthday party" was finally arranged and on January 
"22" at the Hotel Deming eleven prominent business men of the city met 
and made up their minds to apply for a charter in Exchange work. Those 
pioneers in the movement here included in addition to Mr. Beasley and Mr. 
Nitsche, Dr. W. G. Crawford, Dr. A. F. Knoefel, O. S. Jackson, Raymond 
Kintz, Fred Asbury, Byrch Bayh, A. P. Asbury, Carl Miller and Henry 
Adamson. Application for the charter was made that night and Herold 
Harter, the national secretary, carried away with him the papers which 
was to mean the beginning of a strong movement here. 

Twenty-five members were necessary before the charter could be 
granted, however, and in the selection of the additional fourteen members, 
the local club was very careful, taking until the following September before 
completing the charter list. This slow growth has been a feature of the 
Exchange Club in Terre Haute from the very beginning, there being but 
sixty-five members at the present time. No membership campaign has ever 
been staged for the local organization, nor will it permit such an activity, 
but prefers to invite its members one at a time, as their names come before 
the club after careful investigation. 

Activities of the local club have been carried out quietly here in ac- 


cordance with the program which the national organization has outlined.
